Oklahoma Crop Notes. 
Oklahoma City, Monday. April 14. 
Weather conditions 
during 
the 
past thirteen days have been ideal 
for the advancement and growth 
of all crops. Unlike the month prev­ 
ious, sunshine has been in evidence 
with no precipitation of any conse­ 
quence except on the 4th and 12tli 
when practically all sections report­ 
ed some rainfall. Heavy to killing 
frost was reported at most stations 
on the morning of the 1st and did 
light to heavy damage to apricots 
and plums, but other fruits seemed 
to have escaped severe injury and 
promises excellent yields. The warm, 
sunshiny weather of the past ten 
days has brought fruit buds out 
rapidly and it is considered certain 
that if another severe cold snap 
arrives, the crop 
will 
stand 
a 
chance of being a total loss. 
Wheat has been aided materially 
by clear weather and the condition 
at this time will no doubt emceed 
the figure of April first when it 
stood at 85 per cent of normal. 
Grain 
dealers are estimating be­ 
tween a 40,000,000 and 45,000,444 
bushel crop. Last year the state pro­ 
duced 36,300,000 bushels. The acre­ 
age this year however is approxi­ 
mately l l per cent below that plant­ 
ed last year, but very little aban­ 
donment, if any, is expected. Last 
year 9 percent of the planted acre­ 
age was abandoned. With chances 
of practically no abandonment this 
year and much heavier yields, there 
is every reason to believe that the 
grain dealers are conservative in 
their estimates. Corn planting has 
practically been finished in all cen­ 
tral and southern districts, but has 
been delayed in the northern tier 
of counties on account of rain con­ 
ditions. All of the acreage former­ 
ly intended for oats will not be 
planted due mostly to the inability 
to sow. This acreage will go large­ 
ly in corn and cotton, which land is 
being rapidly put in shape for seed­ 
ing. Alfalfa conditions are excellent 
promising early cuttings and heavy 
hay yields. 
A decrease of 512 cars of all live­ 
stock receipted for by the Oklahoma 
National Stock yards for the month 
of March this year over the same 
month last year, was reported. An 
increase 
of calves, 
sheep, 
horses 
and mules was indicated, while a 
decrease of cattle and hogs was 
shown. The condition of livestock 
over the state is reported unfavor­ 
able in those sections where pas­ 
tures have been insufficient and a 
shortage of feedstuffs has been ap­ 
parent. 
Final returns show that Oklaho­ 
ma ginned last year 655,356 bales 
(running bales) of cotton, as com­ 
pared to 637,003 bales in 1922. Till­ 
man county lead all other counties 
with a ginning of 41,479 bales. Cad­ 
do county ranked second with 36,- 
4 74 bal^s and Jackson county third 
with 35,404 bales. Total ginnings 
for the United States last year was 
10,128,478 running bales 
as 
com­ 
pared with last year’s total of 9,- 
729,306 bales. 
Announcement is made that dur­ 
ing the coming season the board of 
agriculture will obtain from every 
ginner in the state total ginnings 
for each county between the first 
and fifteenth of each month. This 
department has formerly depended 
on the federal government for these 
figures, but will hereafter be abla 
to release official ginning figures 
fifteen days in advance or those is­ 
sued by the department of com­ 
merce. This act will be enforced 
under Article 4, Section 3710 of the 
compiled 
statutes 
of 
Oklahoma 
j which requires that all ginners of 
this state make a report to this of­ 
fice on the first and fifteenth of 
each month during the season of ail 
I cotton ginned by them.

CLEVELAND, April 
15.— Dele­

themselves heard with equal distinct 
ness from any part of the conven­ 
tion chamber. Visitors in the bal­ 
conies will command an unobstruct­ 
ed view of the arena, wiiich con­ 
tains no pillars. 
The acoustic system was devel­ 
oped by J. H. MacDowell of Cleve­ 
land, convention architect, on tile 
theory that sound can be directed 
and controlled as can other ele­ 
ments. The curve of walls and ceil­ 
ings direct sound in such a way 
that a questioner at the rear of the 
hall can be heard as clearly on the 
stage as a speaker ip the front of 
the hall can be heard in the rear. 
So little is the hall dependent upon 
the absorption of reverberation by 
th# audience 
that 
words 
carry 
through the arena when it is empty. 
Beams across the ceiling and a spec­ 
ial plaster destroy excess reverba- 
tion without deadening the reson­ 
ance of the hall. 
The elimination 
of 
obstructing 
posts was made possible by steel 
trusses 
supporting 
the 
ceiling. 
These have a span of 215 feet with­ 
out support, and are the largest in 
any plastered building in the .w orld. 
A unique achievement of engineer­ 
ing prevents the cracking of plaster 
due to contraction and expansion of 
the steel. In summer the expansion 
is two inches, but expansion joints 
in the trusses make it uniform. The 
piaster has never cracked. 
Mr. MacDow( ll worked out the 
acoustic system of the hall in the 
twse of skepticism on the part of 
workmen, experts and scientists.
